The Civil Power is Difpenfed by Magiftrates, 
Regulated by Laws, and ought to be Submic- 
ted to, by the whole Body; and this is the 
Subftance of what we call Conftitution. 

This Civil Power is Supream in its Nature te. 
all Perfons or Bodies Either in, or undec 
the Government. 

The Government is Squar’d and Regulate 
by it, and the People Subjected to it by the ve- 
ry Nature of Government. 

Military Power is Executed by Deputation _ 
from the Prince, who is the Head of the Civil 
Power, asan Affifant to the Civil Power, and 
by Confequence Subordinate to it. ; 

- Asall thefe a& in Conjunétion with one ano- 
ther, to one Determinate End, The Publick 
Peace ; fo they act in their due Subordination ; 
the Civil Power as Supream, the Military as 


If the Civil Power finds it felf Opprefs’d or 
Invaded in its Endeavour to keep the Peace, — 
either from Mutiny, or Rebellion at Home, or 
Invafion from Abroad, it calls out aloud for 
help to the Military Power, which may and 
muft then come in to its Affiftance. 

-I may be wanting in many Illuftrations of 
this Syftem of Power, but in the Material 
‘Parts, and particularly in the Order of Things, 
Iam fure I'm right, and | appeal to the Gentie- 
men of the Law for my Vindication. 

To bring this Home to our Government, and _ 
in particular, to the Cafe of the City of Gee 
Uentry. : ‘ 

The Magiftrates that Difpenfe the Civil Part 
of the Government in England, are the Queen — 
as Supream; the feveral Courts of Juftice im- 
mediately under Her Majefty,and all Inferiour _ 
Courts in Subordination to them ; thefe are

Corporations, Communities, and Bodies. Poli-. 


miniftred, fubjetted to Appeals from them to 
Superiour Courts, as from them to the Houfe - 
of Lords. 
The Inferiour Difpenfers of Civil Power, are 
_ Mayors, Bayliffs, Sheriffs, Aldermen, €&c. of 
per norations: Jultices of the Peace, High 
onftables, Petty Conftables, Headboroughs, 
—-£5e, and thefe have Power to Command Affi- 
- ftance, in Cafe of Oppofition in Extraordina- 
_ ry Cafes ; and no Body ought to refule to Affift 
/ a Conitable in the Execution of his Office, no 
not of the Greateft Quality. 
And as the Conftable’s Authority is fo Bx- 
- traordinary, fo he is more feverely to be Pu- 
| nifh’d in the Negleé of his Duty. 
All thefe Magiftrates are principally appoint- 
| ed for the Peace, and are call’d, in General, 
_ Peace Officers; the Juftices are call’d, Jufti- 
' ces of the Peaces cheir Authority is call’d, a 
- Commiffion of the Peace; the Conftable’s Bufi- 
 nefs is to Command the Peace; their Affem- 
 blies are call’d, Seffions of the Peace, and the 
_ hike. 
As afiftant to thefe, there is a Military 
Power in every County ; and if the Civil Magi- 
- ftrate finds himfelf Opprefs’d with Tumult and 
Riot; if he finds, or is Inform’d of Numbers 
Affembling in Adjacent Parts, to Affift, Aid, 
or Abett the Breakers of the Peace, his-Bufi- 
refs is to fend Notice of it to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of the County, who may, without any 
farther Dire&tions, immediately raife the Mili- 
tary Power of the County, either Horle or 
- Foot, and come to the Affiftance of the Civil 
Magiftrate, to Keep the Peace, to Supprefs 
Tumults, Reduce Rebels, and Difperfe Rab- 
des, and Riotous Affemblies. 

This Connexion of Thing, and Subordina- 
tion of Power, is fo Rational, fo Regular, fo 
'onfiftent with the Liberty, Freedom, and 
‘Conftitution of this Nation, that I believe 
there is no Government in the World other- 
wife Conftiruted, at Jeaft no free Government ; 
and the more the Freedom, the more this Re- 
gulation is allow’d. 

Nor is there any need to rummage Law-
